If • pin be placed at Denver on the 
nap. and another at Stockton, Oal., 
and a itring be drawn from one to the 
other, an air line will be marked pass- 
ing through the heart of a wonderful 
gold territory. Slightly to the north of 
Denve..' in Oentral City, and southwest 
of that city la Cripple Greek. About 80 
miles to the north of the itring Load- 
ville will be found. In the southwest 
corner of Colorado will appear Tellu- 
ride, Rico and other points where gold 
ia mined. Marysvale, in Utah, almost 
due south of Salt Lake Oity, will ap- 
pear to the south of the string. Fifty 
miles to the north of it, near the line 
between Utah and Nevada, will appear 
Osceola.

A Vest* table Caterpillar. 

The most extraordinary object I have 

< r seen i. the New Zealand vegetable 
caterpillar. The rata is a parasite creep- 
er which first destroys its forest host 
and then crushes it to death and, usurp- 
ing its skeleton, becomes a treo itself. 
If the rata seedling is dng up, it ia 
found to be springing not from a seed, 
bat from the head of a perfectly formed 
caterpillar. 

It is supposed by some thst the oater- 
pillsr, which on dissection proves to be 
internally the exact counterpart of its 
living insect relative, swallows the tiny 
rata leed while living, and burrowing 
into the ground becomes, instead of a 
chrysalis the germinating borne of the 
MM, which by some agency turns its 
unfortunate foster mother into wood. 

Others, however, contend the cater- 
pillar itself is produced by the rata, 
urging in support of their theory that 
if springing from a seed the shoot would 
grow out of different parts of the cater- 
pillar instead of invariably growing 
TBI of the head. 

The insect vegetable is yellowish, 
about four inches long, and is folly ex- 
tended. I have seen them freshly dug 
up. and others that bad been kept for 
years, and all had the appearance of a 
perfect insect carved in wood.— Pear- 
son's Weekly.

A widely known and feared devilfish 
haa its headquarters in the northern 
Pacific mostly along the American 
coast, especially affecting the gulf of 
California. This huge creature la a 
mammal, one of the great whale fam 
ily, really a rorqual of medium size and 
moderate yield of oil. Only the elite of 
the Yankee whalemen, dexterous and 
daring as are all the tribe, can hope to 
get "to windward" of the diabolically 
canning giauts whom they abuso with 
such fluent and frequent flow of pictur- 
esque profanity. 

It is a peculiar characteristic of thla 
animal that it aeems ever on the alert, 
scarcely exposing for one moment its 
broad hack above the sea surface when 
rising to spout and generally traveling, 
unlike all its congeners, not upon, but 
a few feet below, the water. For this 
reason, and in this fishery alone, tho 
whalers arm themselves with iron 
shafted harpoons, in order to .Hike with 
greater force and certainty of diroolion 
a whale some distance beneath tho sur- 
face. A standing order, too, among 
them is never by any chanoe to injure a 
bile the mother lives, einco such 
an aet exposes all and sundry near the 
ot to imminent and violent death. 
Neglect of this most necessary precau- 
tion, or more probably accident, onoe 
broogbt about a calamity that befell a 
of 18 American whaltships which 
bed been engaged in the"bowbead" 
fishery among the ice floes of the Arctic 
Pacific In ordtr to waste no time they 
came south when winter set in, and by 
common consent rendezvoused in Mar- 
garita bay, Lower California, for a 
month or two'a "devil fishing." 

The wholes were exceedingly abun- 
dant that season, and all tbe ships were 
soon, busy with as much blubber as they 
could manage. The case with which the 
whales were being obtained, however, 
led to considorahln carelessness and for- 
getfulness of the fact that the whale 
never changes its habits. One bright 
morning, about thrca weeks after tbe 
opening of the seatoti, the whole flotilla 
of S3 boats, four from each ship, had 
been lowered and were making their 
way as rapidly as p jssible to the outly- 
ing parti of the threat bay, keeping a 
bright lonkont tor "fish." 

Spreading out fan wise, they were get 
ting more and more scattered, when 
about pear tho center of the fleet some 
one suddenly "struck" and got fast toa 
fieh, but hardly had the intimation been 
given wheu something very like panic 
seized apon the crowd. In a moment ur 
two tbe reason was apparent. From 
some cause, never definitely known, a 
harpooner had in striking a large cow 
whale transfixed her calf at her side 
with his harpoon, killing it immediate- 

The mother, having qnietly satisfied 
herself that her offspring was really 
dead, turned upon ber aggressors like a 
veritable demon of destruction, and 
•while carefully avoiding exposure of her 
body to attack simply spread devasta- 
tion among the flotilla. Whenever she 
rose to the surface, it was but for a sec- 
ond, to emit an expiration like the hiss 
of a lifting safety valve and almost al 
ways to destroy a boat or complete the 
destruction of one already hopelessly 
damaged.

In the final 
process of nnhairing tbe pelts and skins 
it haB been demonstrated that if a oor- 
of small density be passed through 
the solution of limo and arsenic in 
which they are usually soaked the proc- 
ess is so hastened that tbe skins are 
ready for tbe mechanical removal of the 
hair in several honrs, whereas in the 
ordinary way it would require several 
days. Tbe passage ot tbe electric cur- 
rent appears to oarry the solution into 
the pores of the hide in a very remark- 
able manner. After the hair is removed 
and the skin* placed in the proper tan- 
ning solutions a weak current is again 
passed through the solution, which has 
a similar accelerating effect The fig- 
ures of time required for tanning by 
this process are, with bark liquor, about 
12 days for cowhide and one-half to 
three days for calfskin and one day for 
kangaroo.— Philadelphia Reoord.
